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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
(1-18 and 21) have been allowed because, as noted in applicant's remarks, neither the 
references to Tramontina nor Mott disclose a member for urging the paper products and 
that extend through the slots in both a container and a cartridge, where the cartridge is 
disposed within the container.. The rejections for anticipation and for double patenting 
by use of the publication (2004/0206768) to Tramontina et al are withdrawn because , 
as noted in applicant's remarks, the specification of the matter in the publication have 
been misplace and is presently being corrected.
